About Flfcy of the Old Boya Mu»-

Monday and Tuesday the 12th Wis- 


consin infantry, or what is left of 
them, held their reunion in this city 
at the (I. A. K. hall, and there were 
about fifty of the old boys who man- 
aged to get to the front and take part 
in the social time that was enjoyed 
here. 


The old 12th Wisconsin went into 


the service in 1S62 and was made up 
of companies from all over the state. 
One, however, Company G, was from 
Grand Rapids and vicinity, and for 
this reason there are an unusual num- 
ber from this regiment that still live 
here. 


The 
12th Wisconsin left Madison 


for the south on January 11, 1862, and 
returned to that city July 21, 1865, 
about three years and six months of 
almost steady labor in the field. 


Some of the stories the old boys tell 


of their army life during the rebellion 
are quite humorous at this late day; 
their methods of securing an occa- 
sional square meal, or what to them 
at that time was a square meal; the ' 
descriptions of the condition of their 
clothes at certain times when the gov- 
ernment was not able to furnish sup- 
plies as rapidly as they were needed, 
and the many makeshifts that were 
compelled to take the place of more 
substantial raiment until such a time 
as it could be secured. 


These stones are all very 
funny 


now and nobody laughs more heartily 
nor reviews them with greater delight 
than the old soldier, but they were 
not so funny at that time. In fact, 
there were many times when it seemed 
as if another notch would make the 
hardship more than human being 
could bear, and many of the weaker 
ones did succumb and fall by the way- 
side, but through it all and after a'll 
these years there arc enough of the 
old comrades so that they can meet 
together and have such a social time 
as only old soldiers as capable of. 


The officers of the old 12th Wiscon- 


sin were Geo. E. Bryant of Madison, 
colonel; D. C, Poole of Madison, lieu- 
tenant colonel; Jas. R. Proudfit, adju- 
tant; W. B. Strong, major. The offi- 
cers of Company G, which was organ- 
ized at this place, were Daniel Howell, 
captain; Charles M. Webb, first lieu- 
tenant, and W. W. Bodkin, second 
lieutenant. 


During the three years and six 


mouths the old 12th was in service 
the members did some hard marching. 
There were many long and 
hard 


marches for all regiments during the 
civil war, and each man naturally 
thinks that his company did more 
walking than any other one in the 
army, but in order to show just how 
much marching the 12th Wisconsin 
did, they have had a little folder com- 
piled which shows all the movements 
of the regiment and how thev were 
made. 
This table shows that the 


regiment traveled by foot 3,888 miles, 
by boat 2,935 miles, and by railroad 
2,506 miles, making a total of 9,329 
miles traveled during the time in ser- 
vice, and this was entirely exclusive 
of the daily small forages and duty 
about camp that if counted would 
more than quadruple the distance 
covered. 


The old comrades of the 12th began 


to arrive on Monday moining and 
they continued to come until on Tues- 
day evening. 
During Tuesday the

HOLD REUNION IN THIS CITY. 


Jfifcy or tli« Old Boy* 


tered for Roll Call,—acil Leave 


for Scevena I*oint. 


Monday and Tuesday the 12th Wis- 


consin infantry, or -what is left of 
them, held their reunion in this city 
at the G. A. R. hail, and there 
about fifty of the old boys who man- 
aged to get to the front and take part 
in the social time that was enjoyed 
here. 


The old 12th Wisconsin went into 


the seryice ia 1862 and was made up 
of companies from all over the state. 
One, 
however. Company G, was from 


Grand Rapids and vicinity, and for 
this reason there are an unusual num- 
ber from this regiment that still live 
here. 


The 12th Wisconsin left Madison 


for the south on January 11, 1862, and 
returned to that city July 21. 1865, 
about three years and six months of 
almost steady labor in the field. 


Some of the stories the old boys tell 


of their army life during- the rebellion 
are quite humorous at this late day; 
their methods of securing- an occa- 
sional square meal, or what to them 
at that time was a square meal: the 
descriptions of the condition of their 
clothes at certain times when the gov- 
ernment was not able to furnish suo- 
plies as rapidly as they were needed, 
and the n.any makeshifts that were 
compelled to take the place of more 
substantial raiment until such a time 
as it could oe secured. 


These stones are all very funny 


now and nobody lauarhs more heartiiy 
nor reviews them with greater delight 
than the old soldier, but they were 
not so funny at that time. In fact, 
there were many times when it seemed, 
as If another notch would make the 
hardship more than human being 
could bear, and many of the weaker 
ones did succumb and fall by the way- 
side, but through it all and after all 
these years there are enough of the 
old comrades so that they can meet 
together and have such a social time 
as only old soldiers as capable of. 


The officers or the old 12th Wiscon- 


sin were Geo. E. Bryant of Madison, 
colonel; D. C. Poole of Madison, lieu- 
tenant colonel: Jas. R. Proudfit. adju- 
tant; W. jt/. Strong, major. The offi- 
cers of Company G, which was organ- 
ized at this place, were Daniel Howell. 
captain; Charles M. Webb, first lieu- 
tenant, and W. W. Bodkin, second 
lieutenant. 


During the three years and six 


months the old 12th was in service 
the members did some hard marching. 
There were many long and 
hard 


marches for all regiments during the 
civil war, and each man naturally 
thinks that his company did more 
walking than any other one in the 
army, but In order to show just how 
much marching the 12th Wisconsin 
did. they have had a little folder com- 
piled which shows all the movements 
of the regiment and how they were 
made. 
This table shows that the 


regiment traveled by foot 3.883 miles, 
by beat 2.935 miles, and by railroad 
2.506 miles, making a total of 9.329 
miles traveled during the time in ser- 
vice, and this was entirely exclusive 
of the daily small forages and duty 
about camp that If counted -would 
more than quadruple the distance 
covered.

This is to induce 


It's al- 
most as cheap as natural gas and can- 
not fail to attract factories. At pres- 
ent the paper and pulp mills above 
and below the cltj- are the chief man- 
ufacturing enterprises. 
There are 


some lumber iadusties but the cutting 
off of the supply of timber has greatly 
reduced lumber making, which was 
once the only industry." 


The co-operative system of manag- 


ing the telephones and the water and 
light is the scheme of Judge J. A. 
Gaynor. It is not municipal owner- 
ship but a priyate enterprise managed 
so that the patron gets service at act- 
ual cost, the company not caring to 
make any money. It is rare that men 
can be found who are satisfied to coaie 
out even—most of them, the world 
over, want a profit on their invest- 
ments- This Grand* Rapids idea is 
new. only five or six years old. It is 
to be hoped it win become a perma- 
nent success bat it would seem to be 
somewhat doubtful.

Shall the boys stick to the farm is 


the Question which every farmer must 
ask himself at one time or another,

American 
Agriculturist. 


Unfortunately it has been too fre- 
quently answered in the negative, and 
the boy has been trained to view farm j Dixon House, telephone oo. 
life as drudgery and to look upon the 
gilt and tinsel of the city as some- 
thing to be greatly desired. For gen- 
erations the best blood of the country 
has been given to the city, and the 
farming community deprived of its 
strongest, brainiest boys. The small 
farm and iitn:ted capital have not 
offered opportunities for the ambitious 
boy who is destined to handle a large 
business and thousands of dollars 
annually. But the great maiority of 
boys, boys who have good sense u.nd 
moderate ambitions, who would find a 
modern farm as great as their capac- 
ity to manage, have also left the coun- 
try to seek work in the cities, where 
they can earn only meager salaries 
and lay nothing aside for a rainy day 
or old age. 


With the methods -which our fathers
